Dear Chairman Rogers and Ranking Member Cartwright: 

 

As you develop the Commerce, Justice, Science, and Related Agencies (CJS) Appropriations 

bill, I write to respectfully urge you to include report language urging the Department of Justice 

to provide guidance to state and local law enforcement agencies on how to address burglary 

tourism. 

 

Southern California law enforcement agencies are currently investigating a series of burglaries in 

San Diego and Orange Counties committed by “crime tourists,” individuals who travel to the 

United States on 90-day visas.1 Authorities believe that this burglary ring has also committed 

robberies in Florida, New York, Connecticut, New Jersey, and the District of Columbia.2  

 

I request that you include the following report language:  

 

The Committee directs the Department of Justice to provide guidance to state and local 

law enforcement agencies on how to address burglary tourism and improve federal 

coordination to respond to these incidents. Within 180 days of enactment, the Department 

must submit a report to Congress on the scale of the problem of burglary tourism and the 

Department’s progress in providing guidance to state and local agencies and improving 

coordination.
